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Continuation to section 1 1 : With respect to independent claims, applicants' representative contends that the prior art of record fails to teach 
the limitation of grooming traffic from a higher speed traffic streams into lower speed traffic streams. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees, in figure 3 there are four network elements responsible for grooming traffic either from higher speed to 
lower speed or from lower speed to higher speed or just forwarding traffic at the same speed it was received. Therefore, the prior art of 
record teaches all the limitations of the claimed invention. 

With respect to claims 8 and 16, applicants' representative argues that the limitation is not taught by the prior art of record. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees, in at least fig. 3, the network elements are responsible for traffic grooming wherein the network elements 

are directly connected or located within a central office. 
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
